MHSAA Announces Changes to Football, Basketball 
and Soccer Postseason Tournaments 


The Michigan High School 
Athletic Association an- 
nounced major changes to its 
soccer, basketball and foot- 
ball postseason tournaments 
on Wednesday. 

The addition of seeding at 
the District level in basket- 
ball and soccer and multiple 
adjustments to the process 
used to select the playoff 
field for 11-player football 
were among the most notable 
actions taken by the Repre- 
sentative Council of the 
Michigan High School Ath- 
letic Association during its 
annual Spring Meeting, May 
5-6 in Gaylord. 

The Spring Meeting of the 
19-member legislative body of 
the Association’s more than 
1,500 member schools is gen- 
erally the busiest of its three 
sessions each year. The Coun- 
cil considered 26 committee 
proposals and dealt with a va- 
riety of eligibility rule, post- 
season tournament and 
operational issues. 

Beginning with the 2019-20 
school year, girls and boys 
basketball and soccer will 
employ a seeding process to 
place the top two teams in 
every District on opposite 
sides of that bracket, guaran- 
teeing those two teams could 
not play each other before the 
District championship game. 

The two teams to be seeded 
in each District will be deter- 
mined using a Michigan 
Power Ratings computer for- 
mula based on regular-sea- 
son results against other 
MHSAA Tournament-eligible

teams and opponents’ 
strength of schedule. (Games 
against out-of-state or non- 
MHSAA opponents will not 
count in the MPR formula.) 
The MHSAA will draw all 
brackets two weeks before 
the start of District play. 
After the top seeds are deter- 
mined and separated to oppo- 
site sides of the bracket, the 
draw process will place the 
remaining teams on the 
bracket based on a randomly- 
selected order determined 
earlier in the season. How- 
ever, the draw process does 
not guarantee the seeded 
teams will receive byes or 
serve as home teams. 

The MPR is being used this 
spring to seed the Boys 
Lacrosse Tournament. Sepa- 
rate seeding proposals were 
recommended to the Council 
by the MHSAA committees 
for both soccer and basket- 
ball. 

The changes to the 11- 


Player Football Playoffs selec- 


tion process were proposed 
by the MHSAA Football Com- 
mittee and are designed to re- 
ward teams that play more 
successful opponents. Begin- 
ning with the 2020 season, 
eight divisions will be deter- 
mined before the season, and 
32 playoff qualifiers from 
each division will be selected 
at the end of the regular sea- 
son based on playoff-point av- 
erage — there no longer will 
be automatic qualification 
based on win total. The ad- 
justed playoff points formula 
will award bonus points for 


all opponents’ wins, regard- 
less of whether the team beat 
or lost to those opponents. 
Currently bonus points are 
awarded only if the team de- 
feated an opponent. More 
points also are awarded for 
defeating teams from larger 
divisions. The Football Com- 
mittee proposed these 
changes believing the bonus 
points received for a “good 
loss” — combined with the 
elimination of automatic 
qualifiers — will be enough in- 
centive for teams to schedule 
more successful opponents, 
easing the annual difficulty 
in football scheduling and 
taking away arguably the 
most cited reason for the 
breakup of leagues and con- 
ferences. 

Also on recommendation 
by the Football Committee, 
the Council approved an en- 
rollment limit of 215 students 
for teams to be eligible for 
the MHSAA 8-Player Playoffs. 
This too will take effect for 
the 2020 season. Currently, a 
school must be Class D to be 
eligible for the postseason, or 
in a one-year grace period if 
it grew larger than Class D 
for the current school year. 
While the Class D enrollment 
line changes annually, the 8- 
player line of 215 students 
will remain static year to 
year. The grace period also 
will remain for schools that

might receive a one-year en- 
rollment bump before falling 
back below 215 students.
